Andrew Bonar Law, Secretary for.

“The Government engaged in carry 
ing on the war,” said the Uniontst 
leader, “has no easy task, but the 
Government which shoulders the duty 
reconstruction after the war will 
have work no less difficult. The war 
has shown us that agriculture fs still 
the most important of all our indus- 
tries, and in the British Isles we must 
have healthy agriculiure. 

“After the war, large numbers of our 
soldiers will not be willing to go back 
We know how 
important is the strength of the Imper- 
ial colonies and we wish to see them 
grow in population with men of our 
own race and ideals, but we do not 
want to see the best and most vigor 
ous of our people leaving these shores 
even for the colonies, For that reason 
it ia essential to make real efforts to 
place agriculture on an attractive and 
profitable basis.”

OVER ARMY AGE ACCEPTED. 


250,000 Britons Between 45 and 7% ‘9 
Be Home Defence. 


Britain’s “over age” army-—-250,00) 
men between the ages of 45 and 70, 
who uniformed and equipped them- 
selves out of their own pockets and 
for months past have been drilling, 
marching and digging trenches—has 
been officially accepted by the Gov- 
ernment for home defence and is 
henceforth to be considered a portion 
of the King’s forces. 

The volunteers, who not being f- 
ficially recognized were not. allowed 
to wear khaki and so clad themselves 
in gray field uniforms not very dif- 
ferent in color from those of the Ger- 
man army, are delighted that at last 
the war office has admitted that 
even if they are graybeards they are 
hard as nails and fit to fight. They 
are now to be allotted to definite sta- - 
tions in the scheme of home defence 
in case of attempted invasion, thus 
relieving regular troops and setting 
them free for service abroad. 

The volunteers’ ability to do any 
kind of work entrusted to them is 
shown by the duties they have al- 
rendy discharged at their own cost 
and risk, to the full satisfaction of 
the military authorities. They have 
spent week ends for months past in 
digging trenches on the outer Londen 
defences, several thousands being se 
engaged cach week.

The great fac 
tor in moisture control is drainage, 
natural or artificial. Few farms are 
sufficiently drained by natural means, 
nearly all require some art ifieial drain- 
aye. 

‘The problem then is ‘Where shall 
we place our drains? *Haw deep 
shall we put them “What size of 
tile shall we ase" The position of 
the drains depends largely on 
slope of the 
kind of soil ; the size of tile on the ex- 
tert of the area drained ‘and the fall 
or grade given the tile. 

if you are uncertain about these

Honte-Grown Feeds—The Basis of All 
. Rations. 


Some men entertain the idea that 
in order to make a high record with a- 
cow, she must be particularly well 
bred, fed on specially prepared feeds, 
and stabled in the most modern 
stables, Such is not necessarily the 
ease. Many cows, that are a credit 
to their owners, have attained the 
pinnacle of fame in the dairy world 
by having the right blood in their 
veins, and then converting feeds, such 
as are grown on the average farm, 
into milk and butter fat. True, the 
dairyman plays an important part in 
securing the best from his cows by 
his ability to study the requirements 
of the individual animal, and to com- 
bine the various feeds into a balanc- 
ed ration suitable for the dairy cow. 
. The methods of raising calves and 
feeding high-producing cows, as prac- 
ticed by a noted Ayrshire breeder, of 
Norwich, may convince breeders just 
starting in the business that breeding, 
careful feeding, and proper attention, 
are the essentials in building up a 
‘show herd. 
The herd referred to consists of 
from 30 to 35 animals, in the pink 
‘of condition. Individual yearly. -re-| 
cords are kept, and mature cows pro-/| 
‘duce from 10,000 to 12,000 pounds of 
high-testing milk during a lactation 
| period. In years past, animals from 
ithis herd have. won laurels in strong 
competition at many of the big shows. 
| This herd. is housed in a well-lighted, 
frame stable. Silage forms the basis 
of the ration, and about forty pounds 
is fed each animal per day. Corn, 
for ensilage is sown quite thickly, 
as it is believed more feed, and bet- 
ter feed, can be gown per acre than 
if corn is sown with the aim of pro- 
ducing matured cobs. In filling the 
silo, the corn is cut very,fine, and it 
is-believed to make better silage thait 
the coarse-cut corn. A few coots 
are grown on the farm, and are con- 
sidered excellent feed for dairy cows... 
If it were not for the extra iabor en- 
tailed in handling a root crop, a iarger 
acreage would be grown. Clover 
hay is fed night and morning. The 
concentrate part of the ration is com- 
posed of-oat chop and bran, in equal 
proportions, the amount fed each 


‘cow depending on the milk flow. ‘he 


heaviest milkers are giver from ten 
Two or 
three pounds of oil-cake or cotton- 
seed meal, are fed per day. Prefer- 
ence is given to feeding oil-cake one 
meal, and cottonseed the next. \The 
cows’ “are watered in-the stable, but 
are turned out for exercise when the 
weather is favorable. 


The Milk From This Herd 


goes to a cendensary, consequently 
there is no skim-milk on which to 
raise the calves. When possible, the 
cows are bred to freshen in the fall, 
as there is usually more time during 
the winter for properly attending to 
the calves and heavy milkers, than 
there is in the spring and summer 
months. Whole milk is fed the cal- 
ves for four or five weeks, after 
which the quantity of milk is gradu- 
ally reduced and prepared calf meals 
used. At four months of age, the, 
calves are fed only four pounds of 
whole milk, and are entirely weaned 
from milk by the time they are three 
months old. Oat chop, oil-cake, si- 
lage, and clover hay are kept before 
the calves. On the above feed, young, 
animals appear to be thrifty. 

Other breeders in Norwich dis- 
trict, who have made big milk and 
butter-fat records with their herds, 
rely on silage, clover hay, oat chop, 
bran, and oil-cake or cottonseed meal, 
to form the ration. The first, three 
feeds mentioned can be grown on al- 
most any farm, and the quantity of 
ithe last three feeds necessary to ba-

This record is in all probability 
incomplete as symptoms of arsenical 
poisoning are so similar to those of 
choltra infantum that even physicidns 
of long experience are likely to con- 


fuse them, and the subsequent illness, | |

The 
question should be considered by every 
civic body of Canada and the States

ing is gathered. Keep the cream 
covered securly, but not air-tight. Let 
the temperature rise to 60 degrees or 
therabouts, and add a good starter. 
There is nothing better for this pur- 
pose than well flavoured butter milk. 
Stir frequently until the\cream is 
thick, sour and. has a.glossy appear- 
ance, when it is ready for the churn. 

Seald the churn and rinse with cold 
water before putting in the cream. 
The temperature should not be above 
58 degrees in summer and 62 in winter 
and the butter should “come” in from 
20 minutes to half an hour. Stop 
churning when, the butter is in gran- 
ules about the size of small wheat, 
draw off the outter-milk, and rinse 
with cold water until no trace of milk 
remains. Care in this matter has 
much to do with the keeping qualities 
of the butter. 

Remove the butter, (which should 
still be in grains) to a vessel in which 
it can be weighed, I use a shallow 
candy pail, weigh, turn out on the but- 
ter worker, and apply salt, from one 
pound to one and. one-half ounces to a 
pound of butter. You will have to re- 
gulate the amount to suit the taste 
of your customers. Much of mine is 
sold unsalted. Work very gently, be- 
ing careful not to spoil the texture of 
the butter by unnecessary pressure. 
Let stand half an hour, work again, 
and print or pack. In printing, make 
the prints full weight, perfectly shap- 
ed and wrap neatly-with a good qual- 
ity of parchment, bearing your name 
and address, or farm name. Keep in 
a cool place until wanted for market- 
ing, then place in a clean box or bas- 
ket, having a clean white cloth around 
and over the butter, and paper over | 
that and under the box lid. Never let 
cream or butter stand when there is! 
an odor of any kind. 

When you go to market be sure 
your butter is good and say so. Have} 
it looking neat and clean, yourself (or 
salesman) ditte, and you'll have no 
trouble in making good sales. 

No, I didn’t forget the coloring.

Had the full moon in 
March fallen near the first of the 
month instead of about the middle, 
our potatoes might have been up now, 
and garden track plenty. with fruit 
trees white or pink with bloom. The 
principle is like this: the vernal equ- 
inox of the earth is normally the 
turning point between winter and 
spring, and the equinox is fixed phen- 
emenon, as also are various other 
astronomical-eccurrences which enter 
into the’ spring weather problem.

One of the most wonderfal clocks 
in the world is owned by a French- 
nian, Louis Desoutter. It is mounted 
on a Louis Seize stand and has four 
faces. Besides marking the hours, 
it shows the tides at six different 
parts of the world, the mean time and 
the solar time, the age of the moon, 
the movements of the planets and all 
eclipses. It is also a perpetual calen- 
dar. It was made by Janvier, of Paris, 
in 1789, and took eleven years to man- 
ufacture. 

San Diego, Cal, has a wonderful

Handling Manure on a Large Farm. 


There are various methods of handt-. 
ing manure in practice in our locality. 
Quite frequently we see the manure 
drawn out and spread off the sleigh 
on top ef a lot of snow, a very poor | 
way unless, perhaps, on a real level 
field of sod. If put on plowed ground| 
in this way it tends to leave the soil, 
if any way heavy, in a seggey con- 
dition, Another methed followed by) 
some, but gradually becoming 
popular, ia to team the manure eu’ mm 
winter in small piles ready to spread 
in the early spring, but owing to 
the frost remaining in these heaps so 
long, they usually are not spread for 
a long time, and lic exposed to sun

The point ix, to be able to pick out 
calves which should remain in the 
herd, something must be known about 
the producing ability of their dams 
and this cannot be estimated by the 
ord nary guess-work method, The 
seales and the tests should be made. 
just as important in determining the 
future individuals Which shall com- 
prise the herd as in determining which 
cow now mlking shall remain in the 
herd. 

It is important also that no faulty 
individual as to conformation and: 
type be kept in the herd. It is not en- 
ough thet the sire be from good m'Tk- 


ing ancestry and the cow be a heavy ™ 


milker herself. They must have such 
conformation and prepotency that the 
calves show the desirable type of the 
milking breeds. 

Faulty Gives should be discarded | 
even though their ancestry be right. 
This close selection will send thou- 
sands of calves to the block as veal 
wh'ch would otherwise be kept in the 
herd at a loss. It may be after all

Attention was recently called by the 
| president of the Britich Silk Associa- 
tion to the possibilities of the wild 
\German Eaat Africa. 
| As a matter of fact, the anaphe 
‘silkworm occurs in many parts of 
East, West and South Africa, and — 
samples of the ailk from Uganda were 
‘examined some years ago at the Im- 
perial Institute, which introduced the 
product to the notice of leading silk 
manufacturers in this country. 

At that time it was doubtful whe- 
ther the price British manufacturers — 


could offer would pay the cost of col- — 


lection of the seattbered nests- of co- 
'eoons., The Imperial Institute accord- 
‘ingly suggested that the Government 
| entomologist in Uganda should inves- 
igate the possibilities of ‘domesticat- 
ing” the wild anaphe and cultivating 
‘it in plantations of the trees on which 
it feeds, so as to reduce the cost.

Dean Wore Axp BABiies,—

minds me of the morning of April Ist, 
1808, 18 years ago, I had my first ride 
on my new bicycle that father gave 
me for passing the entrance. That 
was a grand morning. | wish I was 
as light-hearted and eare-free this Ap- 
ril morning -as I was that one. You 
know what I mean. I wouldn't take 
the world for you and the babies, but 
at times everybody wishes they were 
young again. as the poet says: ‘““Back- 
ward, tarn backward, oh time in your 
flight : make me a child again = for 
to-night.” Everybody has fond mem- 
ories of. their childhood days. Mine 
were happy but not as much 50 as the 
days to come when | will be home 
with my dear wife and babies. Twill 
know how to appreciate home after 
facing death for so long. Tf have had 
some very narrow escapes but, thank 
God, am safe yet. A stretcher bearer 
from next trench is making me & little 
visit as everything is quiet along this 
line. He is reading the War Cry. i 
brought them up to the trenches with 
The enclosed piece of paper is 
eut out of a magazine he was readmg 
and he says for you to show it to the 
Patriotic Society and they will see 
what we are undergoing for them 4s 
well as our families. I haven't heard 
from you since you said you were go- 
ing to Madoc. | hope you had a good 
time. | only wish I could be there 
fof a few days, but I won't worry for 
I think the war will soon be over and 
we will be going home. Let's hope so 
anyway. You were asking abott my 
work ; we don't do an ting in the 
trenches, just Red Cross work and 
that is quite pear. sometimes, The 
first man I watched passing away 
made me a littl nervous as he too 
his last gasp or two, but now 2 piece 
of a man don't bother me so accus 
tomed have I become to the work.
